All these are important, 
and the money for them is voted and paid b ecause of their 
importance. Citizens pay more taxes and get more for them.

Be money are less efficient in thMr expenditure than the federal 
government. But this is not netessarily true. In most cases it 
calls ior proof.

Furihcr than that—after a 
man is arrested and put in jail there 
is no statute in Ohio that 1 hav e found 
or that has been called to my atten­ 
tion prov iding that there is any other 
duty imposed upon the sheriff than to 
take care of bis prisoner while in his 
custody.

has argued at considerable length the 
question of the general du'ie» o t the 
sheriff. 
There is no qu 
3stion but

within his power to do that. But there 
is no statute in Ohio, so far as I know, 
that makes the sheriff a detectlv U; 
that places upon the sheriff the duty 
of inv estigating after the criminal has 
been placed in Jail.” 
• This he called attention of the Proae- 
cutlng-Attorney to the duties of the 
sheriff after a man has been placed in 
Jail. My attention baa nbt been call­ 
ed to any law or any statute in Ohio 
which prov ides that it is the duty of 
the sheriff to look up tho ev idence in 
a ease.”

1. That the defendant, Davis, so­ 
licited. asked or requested a bribe. 
2. For the purpose and with the 
intent to Influence him,

3. With respect to his official duty, 
action, vote and opinion in a certain 
matter. 
“Hero we have a specific purpose 
and intent that the state must prove. 
And also that the aet was to influence 
the defendant as to his action Hnd 
vote upon certain public contracts. 
If, now*, after the contract hai been 
entered into and consummated, 
tho 
other party were to make Davis a 
present or gift of some valuable thing 
which had In nowise been in contem­ 
plation of Davis when he officially 
acted, in nowise referred to or sug­ 
gested in the course of the negotia­ 
tions, while such conduct would be 
morally reprehensible, clearly it would 
not of itself be sufficient evidence to 
convict of the charge of soliciting a 
bribe.” 
•Now*, as to the duties of the sher­ 
iff, it Is admitted In this case that—

‘•‘So that it becomes highly import­ 
ant and essential for the state

of investigating after the criminal has 
been placed in jail." 
This lie called attention of the Prose­ 
cuting Attorney to the duties of the 
sheriff after a man has beeu placed In 
jail. 
My attention hag not been call­ 
ed to any law or any statute in Ohio 
which provides that it is the duty of 
tho sheriff to look up tho evidence in 
a rase.” 
“We have been going on now in our 
neighboring county of Stark quite a 
display of the enforcement of the law 
against certain parties in that county. 
We know that in Stark county the 
sheriff Is not the investigating offi­ 
cer In the Mellen murder. We know 
that tho prosecuting attorney of that 
county has employed detectives, which 
detectives are making the investiga­ 
tion in regard to the commission of 
that crime. 
Now, as stated by the 
prosecuting attorney in his argument, 
the statutes of Ohio provide a fund 
which shall be turned over to thei 
prosecuting attorney, as I understand 
it, for the purpose of investigating the 
commission of crime.” 
“Now, this court will not go further 
into the exceptions which have been 
filed here other than to say that there 
are no other grounds set forth in the 
motion for a new trial on which the 
court would disturb this verdict but 
upon the two questions—the question

Th* first iron has been taken from 
th? now 800 ton blast furnace of the 
Weirton Steel company ,at Weirton, 
The furnace was blown in Saturday. 
Construction of the furnace was 
started last spring. 
While the rated 
capacity is SOO tons per 24 hours, It 
might be pushed to as much as 1,000 
tons of pig iron per day. The other 
furnace of the company has a rated 
capacity of COO tons per day, so that 
the Weirton company now possesses 
a minimum capacity of 1,400 tons of 
pig iron daily. 
In order to provide coke for the 
new furnace, a battery of 49 by prod­ 
uct ovens ha3 just been placed In op­ 
eration. 
This gives an addition of 
1,‘BOO to 1,800 tons ~of coke per day. 
Production of by-products 
of 
coal, 
such us gas, ta r,-benzol and sulphate 
of ammonia, has also been Increased. 
The new river docks started to re­ 
ceive coal tho -first of November. 
Since that time regular tows have 
been received from the vicinity of 
Pittsubgh.

MOSCOW.—Faced with an Increase 
of dmn ken n ess, a íowerlng of labor 
efficiency, and a perceptible decrease 
in the resistan ce of the people to dia- 
case as a result of a year’s ex perience 
with legalized atron g yodfca, the Sor- 
let goremmen t is now resortin g to 
restriction s on the sale of liquor in 
place of the 
absolute 
prohibition 
which they abandoned. 
The Council of Peoples Commissars 
has ratified a bill ol the Soviet Cen­ 
tral Ex ecutive oommittee limiting the 
sale of liquor. The bill, which probab­ 
ly will become a law, prohibits the 
sale of more ,than one bottle of 4U per 


or MfWilito 
indtvidnal bi 
It also prohlbita abeolntely the sale 
o t any spirltnona beveragee to per­ 
sons beloir eightemi years Md, and 
forbids restaoian ts, hotels, railroad 
buffets uid din in g . cars, an d ship 
stewards to sell liquor by the bottle. 
A pun ishmen t of 50 roubles fin e or 
two weeks imprison men t is provided 
for 'violation of the law. 
At the same time, the authorities 
are attemptin g to en courage the drin k­ 
ing of beer In place of high ten sion 
vodka. 
Moscow 
already consumes 
50,000 bottles of beer daily, an d after 
the presen t project for improving the 
quality of ■ this beverage !s accom­ 
plished. It is hoped that the consump­ 
tion will double. 
According to the Commissariat of 
Health, the in troduction of legalized 
vodka has completely failed to check 
the consumption of “samogan."

a year ago 
when he shot the owner. 
The negro went to the chair calm­ 
ly at 1:06 a. m. and was dead one 
minute after the current was turned 
on. 
The execution ended a momen­ 
tous legal battle in which stays of 


execution were granted in efforts to 
save the youth’s life. 
Ross was convicted In the Cuya­ 
hoga county 
common 
pleas 
court 
with King Young, 
also colored, of 
shooting to death Steeck In bls store 
ou the night of November 5, 1925. The 
jury which tried Young recommended 
mercy an i he is now serving a life 
sentence In the penitentiary here. 
Ross was given five stays of execu­ 
tion. 
He was first sentenced to die 
in the electric chair on April 23 of 
this year.
